We have not had any 
thong similar. All we have is the assurance of the Premier 
given to “Mr.Wickle and myself that we need not worry over 
the continuance of our Faculty. 


IT am to be in Toronto for several days beginning “i 
next Saturday and as I lérn from Mr.Brebner's telegram 
that Mr.¥erguson is again actisang “inister if you care 
to give me the information I shall benpleased to take it 
upm with him. We are on quite friendly terms and have 
talks together, often at the Cueen's. 


About three wecks ago ‘r.Nickle and 1 went 
to Toronto and had an exceedingly frank talk with the 
Premier over the Bducational situation in Ontario. We 
were up)not as Cueen's men ,but as two men interested in 
Education and our party. 


The Premier did not put it just in so many words 
but we camfaway with the impression that if the Peemier 
could find a Minister of Education and a Superintendent 
he would appoint them. Our talk was exceedingly straight abou t 
thes; present incumbents and the Peemier did not dissent. 


We have not been able to think of anyone to suggest 
as Minister better than Mr.Ferguson who told me a year or 


s0 ago that he would rather be Minister of Education than 
of Crown Lands. 


While I am in Toronto I propose seeing the Premier 
and suggesting Dr.Geo.H.Locke,one of your graduates as 
Superintendent. If you have anyone better to suggest either 
as Minister or Superintendent I should be very pleased to 
have the information.
